Fishing Line Recycling Program 
The University of Florida/St. Lucie County Cooperative Extension office, in conjunction 
with the County’s Recycling Department, is implementing a new recycling program that 
focuses on removing used monofilament fishing line from the environment. Discarded 
fishing line accounts for many tragic wildlife deaths due to entanglement. One solution to 
the problem is to have recycling containers available to boaters and fishermen to discard 
their used line. St. Lucie County placed recycling containers at the Black Pearl Boat 
Ramp, the Stan Blum Memorial Boat Ramp and other locations throughout the county. 
These recycling receptacles will be monitored on a regular basis by county staff and 
volunteers and the cleaned line will be shipped in 40-pound increments to a 
monofilament line processor for recycling.

Equestrian Center at Fairgrounds to be Named for Adams Ranch 
The St. Lucie County Board of County Commissioners announced that Bud Adams, local cattleman, has donated 
$350,000 to the County for the naming rights of the Fairgrounds Equestrian Center. The County borrow the money from 
Harbor Federal Savings Bank and Mr. Adams will pay the loan over 15 years. The name of the center will be the Adams 
Ranch Equestrian Center. In addition, the Commission entered into a contract with the Ahrens Company for 
construction of a Design/Build Equestrian Arena with construction beginning on December 3, 2003 and ending on May 11, 
2004. The cost of this project is $1,071,164 and the funding sources include the donation from Mr. Adams, Investment for 
the Future funds and loan proceeds. 
 
Construction of Dune Crossover at John Brooks Park Set 
The Board of County Commissioners approved the contract with Summerlin Seven Seas, Inc. for the construction of a 
dune crossover at John Brooks Park on South Hutchinson Island. The total project cost is $26,400 and the funding source 
is Investment for the Future funds. Construction is set to begin the first of January 2004 and be completed by the end of 
February 2004. 
 
Park to be Named for Former County Administrator 
The Board of County Commissioners approved the resolution naming Ancient Oaks Park after former County 
Administrator Weldon B. Lewis in memory of his outstanding service as Administrator and for having held that position 
for 21 years ~ longer than any other Administrator in the State of Florida. The future Weldon B. Lewis Park is located on 
Oleander Avenue in White City and construction on the 48 acre park is set to begin in January 2004 and end in August
